Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The claims have been amended to cancel the composition claims, and limit the 
method claims to methods of lubricating a drive train and various components such as a 
crankcase and an automatic transmission, with a specific lubricating composition. While 
Crawford, Samson, and Papay, as discussed in the prior office actions teach the 
lubricating composition, the references do not teach a method of lubricating a drive train 
with the composition. While the references had been combined with Galka and Lambert 
to teach these methods, these rejections are untenable, as the general teachings of 
Galka and Lambert that wear on internal combustion engines is reduced by lubrication 
does not provide sufficient motivation to use the specific lubricant of Crawford, Samson, 
and Papay to lubricate engines.
